“This office has advised local 
boards not to exempt married men 
who have no children and whose 
wives are now dependant upon 
them for support, but which wives 
are physically able and qualified to 
work and earn own support. Let 
me propose two cases. One husband 
has by personal sacrifice of him- 
self and wife accumulated suffic- 
fent means to temporarily support 
his wife. Another husband who 
has had equal opportunity has fail- 
ed to accumulate through desire of 
himself and wife to enjoy pleasures 
hig income could provide. Both of 
these cases without children, From 
regulations and your compiled rules 
it is presumed first man would not 
be exempted and second man would 
be granted exemption. In opinion 
of this office this is grave injustice 
I request clearly defined ruling 
from you for unifgrm action of Cal- 
ifornia boards as to whether man 
should be exempted who has wife 
without children, who is physically 
and mentally able to support her- 
self during his absence. In opinion

The uniform of the United 
States army stands for democ- 
racy. It is almost the same for 
all ranks, from private to com- 
manding general—so much_ so, 
in fact, that it is often difficult. 
to recognize a man’s place in the 
service at first glance. But a 
closer view will tell the whole 
story to any experienced ob 
server. 

“Insignia’’ is the term used tc 
inelude all the badges, buttons 
braids, hat cords, and other de- 
vices which indicate these three 
things: 

1. The rank of each officer 
and soldier. 

2. His branch of the service 
or his special duties. 

3. His personal experience 01 
record. 

An ordinary private’s uniforn 
carries no insignia of rank. Whe: 
a man becomes a first-class pri 
vate, however, in the enginee: 
corps, hospital corps, ordnance 
department, quartermaster eorp: 
or signal corps, he is entitled ti 
wear on the sleeves of his coa‘ 
and shirt the design of the de. 
partment to which he belongs. 

A lance corporal wears on hi: 
sleeve an inverted V-shaped bar 
A corporal has two bars and ; 
sergeant three bars. Below thi 
sergeant’s V-shaped (inverted) 
bars may appear a number of ad 
ditional marks, indicating his 
duties. For example, a first ser 
geant has a diamond-shaped 
mark; the stable sergeant has : 
device representing a horse’s 
head; the color sergeant has ¢ 
star; the battalion quartermaster 
sergeant has three  horizonta’ 
bars; the chicf trumpeter has one 
bar and a device representing ¢ 
bugle; and so on. All the cloth 
designs, such as those just de 
seribed, which are sewn oni the 
sleeves, are known as ‘‘chey 
rons.’’
